Tile delegates from 23 states are wholly dry and 
34 states have 2 dry senators each. Representatives from only one 
state are all wet. No dry member of the senate was defeated by a 
wet although there were 23 dry senators running for re-election, two 
of whom were defeated by drys in the prim ary and one by a dry in 
the election.
